Along 
about dusk the (wo boys vH)t upstairs 
and Vincent busied himaelfy cleaning 
and brightening the new t9 arm,^ and 
had just finished reloading (When they 
were attmmoned to aupper^^ 

After the meal was at the two 
boys again went upstairsBnd just as 
they had done hundreds o|me before, 
engaged In a friendly p>'of Indian. 
The younger lad picked jja toy pistol 
and snapped it at his brier a couple 
times, whereupon the ,fer boy ac- 

.. .customed to handling thtarmlesa toy 
pistol, unthinkingly pickUp the load- 
ed weapon and snapped /it the other.-

Mr. Dupre haa t.Ht the day in Chi- 
cago aqd Was unavfe of the sorrow j 
that awaited him, illl he was met at 
the depot upon .his/rrival on the 8:50 
train. 

The coroner wastlifled and the In 
quest was held at tj home Wednesday 
forenoon, I the vent being that the 
deceased came to p death by a shot 
fired by his brothjvithout malllce or 
forethought 

The funeral willfheld at StPeter's 
church Friday moJig at 11:80 o'clock 
and the remains vJbo interred In the 
new Catholic cemflrv at this place. 



Hunter Losses His Eye Sight From Care- 
lessness of Other Hunter 

Fronk Brock, a young man of Win 
thifop Harbor nearly lost his eyesight 
while hunting' near the village Sunday 
morning, a miadirectod shot from an- 
other hunter's RUn striking him in the 
face and requiring medical attention. 

Brock, with Eari Knight, was hiint- 
ing and they had just scared up a rabbit 
which they began to chase. They came 
running over a hill and just about that 
time other hunters who chanced to be 
in the locality, saw the fleeing rabbit 
and thev opened fire on bunny which 
was dodging this woy and then the 
other. The shot from the hunter's gun 
hit Brock In the face, and for a n-.oment 
he feared his eyesight had been ruined. 

The young man was hurried to Dr. 
Foley's olfice, Wnukegan, where the 
shot was picked from his face, some of 
It being just below the optic and others 
just obove. Singularly and fortunately 
none of it penetrated the eye and the 
sight therefore was not aflfected. 

Knight secured^the number of hunt- 
er's license, who fired the ahot which 
Btruck Brock. He was a North Chica- 
go man, hunting license. 147.111.

One thousand acres of land on what 
Is known as the "old sag/* justsogth 
of Hainesviile and west ofGrayslake, 
has been set aside by the state game 
department as the Lake County Game 
reserve. ' 

The land Is on what Is known aa the 
Schank place and a few other farms 
are included in the tract set aside for 
the preserve. ' The district in question, 
besides being known as the *'old sag," 
is also known as the peat beds of Lake 
county, it being said that peat in great 
quantities lies under the surface of the 
ground and sometimes it geta to burn- 
ing and smoulders for weeks at a time. 

The ofiicial admission" that the pre- 
serve haa been selected in Lake county 
was made Monday in Chicago to Re- 
presentative ThoB. Graham, coming 
from Sol Von Braag, district game 
warden in this part of the state. 

He said that permission had been ob- 
tained from all the men who .own the 
land included in that set aside for the 
purpose and that the state will at' once 
post, signs which forbids shooting, on 
any part of the land included in the 
tract. From now on, therefore, none 
of the pheasant*, ducks, etc., which 
are to be found there, and it Is said 
there are many birds now on the sag, 
may be harmed or the offenders will 
fac\eC state prosecution. . 

The plijn, according to Mr. VonBraag 
is not to stock the tract very exten- 
sively this fall but to protect the game 
now there and in the spring bring many 
more pheasants, quail, ducks, etc., to 
the preserve and do all possible to get 
them started brooding. 

Shooting in the preserve will not be 
permitted for at least two years, pos- 
sibly more. The state plans to have a 
preserve in each county and Lake coun- 
ty ia thus one of the first where the 
tract has been set aside and where all 
details have been completed for pro- 
tecting game within a certain boundary. 

The official notices which are now be- 
ing prepared and which will be posted 
all over the tract will notify all persons 
that the 1,000 acres ia a state preserve 
and that violators of the state law which 
prohibits shooting on a preserve, will 
be prosecuted to the limit under the 
law covering it

The present apprnpriotion for 
the study of cholera Is only 5150,000.

Tho value of sweet clover as a soil- 
Ing crop hns'long been known and ap- 
preciated In the east and south. As a 
nitrogen gatherer It excolls all other 
legumes. In his reports on Investiga- 
tions Dr. Cyril G. Hopkins says that 
an acre will yield 6.4 tons of dry mat- 
tor, of which 228 pounds Is nitrogen, 
and that the amount grown on one 
aero win furnish as much nitrogen and 
humOe.as 25 tons of average farm ma^ 
nure. 

Prof. J. M. Westgate. agronomist. 
United States department of agricul- 
turo, says sweot clover makes an ex- 
cellent pasture for hogs. A sufllclent 
number should bo kept on it to keep It 
cropped close so thiat at all times there 
will bo an abundanco of fresh shoots 
for grazing. An aero will support 20 
shoats besides furnishing a light cut- 
ting of hay. 

Dr. J. J. Haskell, In an address be- 
fore the Kansas Dry Farming nssocl- 
tlon at Garden City, Kan., said: "For 
pasture, sweet clover is valued highly 
by tho stockmen of this vicinity. It Is 
tho first available pasture in aprlng. 
starting a little Ijoforo alfalfa. Two 
years ago last spring there wore 2,000 
head of cattle In our locality graz- 
ing on sweet clover for two weeks be- 
fore another green thing appeared." 
Answering a question about tho dan- 
ger of bloating. stock, Mr. Haskell 
said: "The Allen Brothers of Hart- 
land. Kan., shipped 1,000 head of cat- 
tle from Florida where they . had 
never eaten sweet clover, and turned 
them on sweet clover pasturo. Tho 
flrst day they picked out and ate oth- 
er plants, but after tho second day all 
were eating sweet clover. These cat- 
tle had been on the road eleven days 
and were very thin and weak— In fact, 
In the best condition to bloat easHy, 
but not one bloated. Nqt In their 
several years* experience have the 
Aliens had any animal bloat on sweet 
clover. 

For hay, tho flrst year's growth can 
be left until It Is well matured bo- 
fore cutting, as It does not form such 
coarse, woody stalks as It does In (ho 
second year. Tho old growth should 
be cut for hay just before tho bloom 
appears. The crop Is harvested much 
as Is alfalfa, but all possible care 
should be used to prevent the leaves 
from shattering, as they aro the most 
valuable portion of tho plant 

Sweet clover delights In hard, com- 
pact soils, exposed subsoils,- strong 
situations, and conditions too adverse 
for most other plants to thrive. Sweet 
clover grown In comparison irlth oth- 
er plants used as green manures usual- 
ly adds much more humus-formlng 
material to the soil than many others. 
Sweet clover la a biennial;' It la eas- 
i!y restrained and cannot bo consid- 
ered a noxious weed. Sweet clover 
makes good hay If cut Just IjeVore It 
blooms, and Is nutritious pasture for 
horses, cattle, sheep and hogs,' If 
grazed while growth Is young; it 
thrives best In soils rich In lime; it 
can bo seeded on the bare ground In 
January, February, or March, with 
oats In April or alone on prepared 
ground In May, or at the end of sum- 
mer as Is often done with alfalfa. 
Sweet clover will help solve the prob- 
lem of abandoned fields; it. will help 
heal the scars on washed and gullied 
fields and make green pastures possi- 
ble where barren clay knobs now pro- 



WHY POULTRY PUNTS FAIL 



Inobmpetent or Ignorant Managonient 

and Waste In Feeds Often Are 

Dlaastrous. 



Failure in poultry plants has most 
often been duo to incompetent or Ig- 
norant men having attempted some- 
thing beyond their powers. Somo- 
times capable men fall bocuuso of lack 
of Instruction and training In this spe- 
cial lino of work- Proper facilities for 
hatching and rearing chicks may have 
been lacking, 

Hnlslng perfect chickens Is not llko 
making shoes oV shingles. The pecu- 
liar factor w:hlch Is termed life harf to 
bo reckoned with and likewise, also, 
Us counterpart, death. It Is dlfilcult 
to see how anyone can build up sue- 
ooBsfuUy a business In which there 
somctlijies occurs a season's loss by 
death of 50 per cent of the chickens 
hatched, lo say nothing of poor hatch- 
es to start with. The breeding stock 
must flrst bo right. Then tho poultry- 
man must know how to make the 
chicks hatch and live. Ho must be 
wining to work hard. 

A leak that often drains away tho 
poBHiblo profit Is tho wasto In feeds 
and feeding. Tho rations aro some- 
times supplied without regard to Iho 
special needs of the fowls nt differ- 
ent seasons' and under varying condi- 
tions. Cleanliness must be Insisted 
upon. 

Unrellablo helpers aro a frequent 
source of failure. Inefilclont, lll-ap- 
pllcd, or usoless labor costs much 
money and brings no adequate returns, 
tabor "saving tools, appliances and 
conveniences which actually facilitate 
the work and economize expenses aro 
desirable. Every stop, every motion 
of tho keeper of tho fowls should count 
for gain on tho poultry plant 

The manager of the poultry plant 
should havo that rare quality— ability 
to manage men so as to make their 
labor economically effective. Havo 
each helper do the part that ho can do 
best Arrange a schedulo of regular 
days and hours of regular work.' Plan 
the work so that everything will be 
ready to begin when tho time comes, 
then SCO that tho men work right 
along. Allow no visitors to Interrupt 
their labors. 

The poultry plant should not bo built 
too largo to commence with. Study 
tho local conditions, especially the 
markets, with'regard to both the sale 
of the products and tho purchase of 
supplies. Experiment a little under 
tho condtllons of the given locations. 
Test tho poultry specialties that seem 
most promising, then extend and de- 
velop the business along the particu- 
lar lines that experience proves to bo 
most profltablo and safe. ** 

Tho young, poultryman with little 
capital may begin by supplying fami- 
lies with fresh eggs, later furnishing 
them with table fowls. In tlmo he may 
tako up the breeding of fancy fowls. 
After tho undertaking Is In running 
order scrutinize every expenditure as 
carefully as Is done by tho big corpora 
atlons. Small things must bo looked 
after. Waste no by-product. Pay lib- 
erally for "brains" to help if neces- 
sary, for good breeding stock and for 
effective advertising, but be stingy and 
yet sensible about other expenses. The 
available capital must be sufficient to 
purchase the foundation live stock, to 
properly house the same and tohuy 
the necessary appliances. Money 
must also be on hand for meeting tho 
ordinary running expenses, wages, 
feed, etc. Finally, funds aru required 
to tide over the first one, two or three 
years until the receipts assume a 
profitable return for the Investment

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FARM WOOD LOTS NEGLECTED 

Every Farmer Should Give More At- 
tention to This Feature— Hogs 
■ Are Help to Tree Growth. 

Farmers In almost every part of 
the country can well afford to give 
more attention to the farm woodlot. 
Posts and timber now have a high 
commercial valuo. Many a washing 
hillside should bo planted to quick- 
growing, fibrous-rooted trees, which 
will hold tho soil where it belongs. 
Browsing and pasturing the stock 
among tho trees breaks tho roots and 
puddles tho soil, ond, according to J 
Fred Daker of the Michigan forestry 
school, seriously Impedes tho growth. 
Trees should be considered as a crop 
the. same as plants raised In tho open 
field. The, hog is the ono animal. 
Professor Baker states, that may. be 
a help to tho troo growth by uproot- 
ing tho surface -and planting acorns. 
'Small forest flres, once an aid to 
tho settler In clearing, aro now a se- 
rious damago. Organized effort is nec- 
essary to prevent such fires. Cut- 
ting of trees, if Is urged, should be 
done with regard to" tho future 
growth. First cut out weak and in- 
jured trees and 'then those that will 
soon bo crowding. To Insure new 
growth. Professor Baker suggests that 
seeds bo "spudded in" in the fall 
whore there Is an. open space, v 
• Untlllablo land may bp utlllzedand 
at, tho same time tho farm surround- 
ings beautified by planting trees. Not 
only Is a wood supply growing for tho 
future, but the selling valuo of the 
.farm Is Increased bocause of Its better 
•appe^riince: In Michigan thoro are 
79 fntllgflnous trees to choose from, 
and ' (he ■ problem Is- to find, whfoh 
trees are best adapted to the soil to 
bo used. 



CARE NEED ED FO R HARNESS 

When Treated With Oil Three Timet 

a Year Leather Will Outlast Seta 

That Never Received Any. 



First thoroughly wash tho harness 
to freo It from sweat and dirt Pei^ 
haps the easiest way to accomplish 
this Is to take- tho harness to pieces 
and soak It over night In strong soap- 
suds, having the water as warm as la 
comfortable to. hold the hand In 
whon the harness Is first put In. A 
.too hot It will scald. the leather. 

When taken out In the .-morning, 
most of the dirt Is gone, and- a little 
scrubbing with , a coarso rag will re- 
move the spots that did not so^koff. 
Neatsfoot oil Is, In the long run, the 
cheapest oil for oiling leather otany 
kind, and especially harness, as it-la 
exposed to the action of- dirt,- svoat 
and very, often It Is out In the rain. 

If the harnesa'ls not very dry, a 
half gallon of oil will be enough for 
an ordinary set of double harness, 
though sometimes harneas is so dry 
that * a gallon would bo hone too 
much. ' A j nickel's worth of ^ Ivory 
black will, give a color and polish to 
the leather if it bo -mixed well, with 
the oil before' using. Be sure to got 
ivory-bfack and* not lamp-black, as- 
the other rubs off badly, ^ 

Have the oil warm, and as you take 
the strapsiout of the water, run thom 
a few times through the oil, wipe off 
with a rag and hang up todry.. If not 
then spft enough, repeat the opera- 
tion. Treat your harness in this way, 
and- it looks like new; and if it la 
oiled about three times a year It 
will outlast three or four dets that 
never receive any- oil. ; It U dn old 
saying.that "flveoillngs equal a new 
harness."

' City of Mexico, Oct. 28.— Tho Mexi- 
can elections held on Sunday have been 
uu nlisoluto fiirce. Hardly nny votes 
bavo bt'on cnflt and in eonio precincts 
ithcro was not u sonRlo vote cast. 
Oencrnl Huerta will remniu In the 
prosldentinl clmlr "nd Interim." 

No ofllclal announcement was made, 
jbut It was estimated, judging from the 
'^csults In tho capital, whoro It was ex- 
l)octed tlie vote would bo up to tho av- 
erage, that Icaa than 10.000 of tho 80.- 
OOO cUfilblo voters In tho reimbllc 
•went to the polls. It would bo no aur- 
priso If congresB, tho mombors of 
which also were voted for, declared 
tho fllcctiun void when the body la or- 
ganized and ruvises tho returns. 

Tho loaders of tho Catholic party 
claimed n long load, although they 
-wore enable to eatlmato the number 
of votes polled for their candidates. 
Fcderico Gamboa and General Ilas- 
con.' If this claim Is correct, it Is gen- 
erally thought that Gen. Felix Diaz and 
Bonor Rcquona ran second. The Lib- 
oral candidates. Manuel Calcro and 
iFloros Magon. bad no printed ticket 
nt tbo polling places. 

Presldont Huerta spent the day at 
bis Popotla suburban home. A decree 
•was Issued by General Huerta increas- 
ing tho army from 85.000 men. Us al- 
leged present number, to 150,000. 
General Huerta proposed such an In- 
crease some time ago, but the con- 
gress which ho dissolved limited hlra 
Ito 80,000. 

Sinco tho deputies and sonatora are 
not subject to tho election provisions 
governing the presidential elections, 
It is said that the choice for congress 
Is assured. It , Is assumed, on the 
flhowing so far known, ~tho Catholic 
party will secure a majority In both 
chamber and senate. 

The elections promised by tho provi- 
sional president, General Huerta, were 
beld without a semblance of disorder 
in nny quarter of tho city. A few 
patrols were on the streets, but neither 
police nor troops had any but their 
usual duties to perform. 

Vera Cruz, Oct. 28. — Tho last shred 
binding Gen. Felix Diaz and Gen. Vic- 
torluno Huerta was severed on Sun- 
<Iay when General Diaz telegraphed to 
tho department of war his resignation 
ILS lyigndior general of the army. 
-* The negotiations regarding the trip 
«» Mexico City on tho invitation of 
Huerta ended by his flat refusal to ac- 
company General VIdaurrazaga, sec- 
rotary to General Blanquot, war min- 
ister, giving as his reason tho illness 
of his wife. Colonel VIdaurrazaga con- 
tinued his efforts to Induce General 
Diaz to change his decision, but finally 
left for tho capital on a special train. 
iDlaz and his family remained here. 

Qeneral Diaz expresses the bcllct 
tiiat no doubt tho war department will 
erant hla application for retirement, 
although a few oC his friends point .to, 
tho "possibility that the answer may 
come in tho form of an order of ar- 
rest. 

General Diaz said ho realized he had 
no chance for deletion to tho presi- 
dency. His plans for tho future are: 
mot yet made.

ENGINE MEN OF WEST DEMAND 
INCREASE OF $50,000,000. 



Insist Dealings Be With Both Organ- 
isations as Unit— Ninety Roadi \ 
:. ' Are Involved. 

Chicago, Oct. 25.— An Increase of 
$50,000,000 \n wages a year has been 
asked from ninety western railways 
by forty thousand engineers and fire- 
men. 

In addition eriglneera and firemen 
aak that the railroads cease to recog- 
nize tho Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers and the Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Firemen as separate organi- 
zations and deal with them as one 
union. Each of the brotherhoods 
named through their cheifs, W. S. 
Stone for the engineers and W. S. 
Carter for the firemen, have given 
notice by letter of their desire to end 
the present contracts November 10. 
I Managers of the 90 railroads ad- 
dressed have answered that an abro- 
gation of these contracts Is OBrceable 
to them, as they have aomo new mat- 
ter they desire in new contracts. 
From this It Is Inferred that tho rail- 
way interest will contest nny advance 
In pay and put their case to the pub- 
lic, through arbitration. Under this 
exchange of letters the contracts of 
the two big brotherhoods and tho 
railroads will terminate November 10. 
After that they will work without 
agreements until a new deal Is made. 
Conferences will probably begin In 
Chicago shortly after. The rnllroada 
will deal tbrough the General Mana- 
gers' association and the engineers 
and firemen through tho Messrs. 
Stone and Carter, with grievance 
committees of different territories.

Calumet. Mich., Oct 27.— Because of 
the wholosalo acts of lawlessness com- 
mitted throughout the copper strljio 
district as tho result of the slowness 
of mining cpmpanles and tho civil au- 
thorities In pressing service on tho 
injunction againet picketing and deeds 
of violence, w;hicb was ordered en- 
forced py the supreme court Judge 
Patrick W. O'Brien of Laurlum Issued 
an ordfir to the -sheriff and his fdrco- 
Friday to employ • what asslstanco 
might bo necessary to prevent further 
violation of the Injunction, Before 
morning the order was served on ev- 
ery deputy in the two counllea of 
Houghton and Keewenaw and General 
Abbey and tho military authorities 
were notified of tho action. 

One hundred and ninety-one arrcste 
resulted from this order being made 
by the force of mllltla etatloned at 
Wolverine, Copper City, Allouer and 
Mohawk. Tho men arrested, believ- 
ing they were to bo brought before Jus- 
tice courts, which have been, notori- 
ously lax in handling strike cases, 
crowded forward at.

Mobile, Ala., Oct. 29.— President \V 
son announced to tho world here i 
Thursday that Uio governing motive 
tho United States In its relatlonshl 
with tho countries of thia humlsphe 
would be "morality, and not oxp 
dioncy." 

"I want to lake this occasion to s 
that' tho United Stnt^ will never agai' 
seek another foot of territory on th 
continent by conquest," he declarer 
In a stirring address on Latin-Amor 
can relations before tho Souther 
Commercial congress. 

Though Mr. Wilson did not mentlo 
Mexico as tho afiUctod country, he d 
voted hla entire speech to a dcscrlp 
tlon of the degrading Infiucnco whlcl 
fohoign concessionaries had had upoi 
tlia Internal ufTairs of somo of thii 
Latin-American countries. 

With ^he Mexican situation upper 
most In the preeldont's mind nt this 
lime, his address was lntorprcte(f as 
on arraignment of those financial In- 
fluences which It has been charged 
have secured In somo . cases recogni- 
tion for tho Huerta government. 

"Come because I want to speak to 
our present and prospective relations 
with our neighbors to the eoutb, tho 
Latin-Aberlcan stntes," said Proal- 
dent Wilson In opening his address. 
. "Tho opening of the Isthmus of 
Panama will open the world to tho 
south," ho said, "and tho Latin-Ameri- 
can Btatea which have been oft tho 
main lines will now bo on the main 
line. ^ 

"You hear of concessions to foreign 
capital In Latin-America," continued 
the president "That coifticssions are 
not granted in tho United States, that 
when capital comes It comes invited 
but is not privileged. Tho ^tln- 
Amerlcati fltatcahavo had harddV bar- 
gains driven with them than any other 
people in the world." 

He said that the United States Is 
trying to deal with them In terms of 
equality and honor and that the state 
department Is now trying to deal wltli 
them in a new spirit The develop- 
ment of constitutional liberty in. the 
world was his dearest aim. 

"America Is a eynoym for IndWIdunl 
liberty." he declared. "Do not think 
that the questions of the day are 
more questions of expediency. Wo will 
never condone Inequality because it Is 
convenient to do so."

Charles Ramsey of Baltimore 
was the chief engineer of the Merrl 
mac. He waa an assistant engineer 
In the United States navy, and when 
war came he resigned and Joined with 
the Confederacy. He la living In 
Baltimore at this time and Is engaged 
In tho Iron business. I think bis 
namo was Charles Ramsey. At any 
rate, there was a Ramsey, who wae 
the chief engineer, and there was no 
Eggleston In the service that I ever 
before heard of, and I have Been noth 
tng of him In the records." 

Captain Wright eaya that the last 
BnrviTora of the Merrimac are so 
plentiful that he believes If all who 
claim to have Berved on that vessel 
had done ao there would have been 
men enough to have manned at least 
ton vessels of the same size. 



Count Julius Andrassy Has Succeed- 
ed In Forming a Formidable Polit- 
ical Group In Hungary Called 
the Constitutional Party. 

Vienna.— After months of toll, Cqunt 
Julius Andrassy, the able Bon of, a 
great father, haa succeeded In form- 
ing a new and formidable political 
party In Hungary, the so-called Con- 
stitutional party. It starts with a 
strength of 64 In tho Hungarian par- 
liament. There are also political lead- 
ers of experience and capacity wlthla 
Us ranks, outside of Its Illustrious 
founder. But thcro are, nevertheless, 
some peculiar features about this new 
organization. Political llfo In Hun- 
gary runs In two main currcnla; rep- 
resented by tho GTers and tho 48er8, 
so-called. 

Tho flrst-named baae their convlo* 
tlons and their action on the couBtltu- 
tlonnl compromise effected with tho 
omperor (as their king) and with 
Austria proper In 1867, giving Hun- 
gary virtual autonomy and Indo^ 
pendenco save in a few stipulated 
points. TJio 4Ser8, on tho other hand, 
otherwise known as tho Kossuthers^ 
remain Irrcconclla'blo and demand a 
republic and complete independence. 
At present and for many years past 
tho 48ers are in the minority. 

Now tho platform of Count Andrafl- 
By's new party has Just been pub- 
lished, and in all but non-ossontlal^ 
points It la Identical with the declared- 
principles of the party now In power,, 
at whose head stands the Hungarian 
premier. Count Stephan Tlsza, and 
who is in great favor with the em- 
peror and la doing excellent work for 
his country, 

Tho new party^ it is true, has taken 
Bome paragraphs from the radicals^ 
tho 4Scrs, such as a general grant of 
the franchise and a thorough reform 
of the election laws, and In this re- 
jSpect Count Stephan Tlsza doea not 
go so far. But In tho main AndraBsy'a 
alms seem to be tho same, notably 
in foreign politics. In tax and educa- 
tional questions and in the handling 
of the nationality problems in Hun- 
gary, and the chief ambition of And- 
rasBy and his followers appears to b&

Wagons Confederate Rangers Met

Boston.— Col. John S. Mosby. com-, 
mander of the Partisan Rangers, who 
gave such dashing service In tho south- 
em cause fifty years ago, Is living 
now In the city of Washington, the 
Youth's Companion atates. One of the 
really omualng Incldonta that passed 
under his notice during the war ho 
told not long ago. \ ■ 

In the summer of 1864 when Gen. 
Phil Sheridan was In the valleys of 
the Shenandoah, ' ho' found himself 
much harassed by Mosby. who was 
continually cutting off hla supply 
trains. An army cannot s fight on an 
empty Btomach, and Mosby knew It. 

One bright morning Mosby heard 
that a long supply train was winding 
Its way down the valley. By noon the 
'rangera, In their gray uniforms, were 
gathered at the forks of the valley 
pike, ' watching for the head of the 
wagon train to appear. 

Presently a cloud of duBt.waa seen 
rising far up the 'road, and. as the 
wind blew It aside, the Confederates 
caught sight of a line of men In blue

The sutlers' wagons were creeping 
nearer and Mosby did not know what 
to think of auch extraordinary con- 
duct. He ordered four moro men to 
the gun, but hardly had they reached 
It when they, too, yelled, began to 
beat the air madly with their bats 
and took to flight. 

Spurring his horse over the stone 
wall. Mosby rode toward the gun, but 
hla Btay was abort The hliwltzer 
stood Just over a hornet's nest and 
thoBo busy Insects were reeentlng the 
Intrusion. They iiad repelled the In- 
vaders on foot and now they. swarmed 
on Mosby's horse till the maddened 
animal tore off down the pike on a 
run. Then thoy turned their atten- 
tion to the rest of the troop. 

Their attack was so vicious, that

ing by the gun. TTiey scattered far 
u»d wide and It was an hour before 
they returned. When they did the 
wofion train had safely Vanished In 
th^e dla'tance.

Results of Tests Made at Kansas 

Agricultural College Embodying 

Work of Three Years. 

Weanling pigs weighing about forty- 
Ave pounds at the Kansas Agricultural 
college were fed: One lot on corn 
alone and another on corn and alfalfa 
pasture. In summer, and alfalfa bay In 
winter. .President Waters showed tho 
results of the expertmonts. embodying 
the work of three years,. with charts 
and photographs and lantern slides. 
In every case tho pigs were put into 
tho experiment at weaning time 
weighing about forty-flvo pounds, be- 
ing March plga. • " 

The experiment began about July 1. 
In each experiment one group fed on 
corn alo'ne In a dry lot did not thrive. 
At least one pig died each year of 
what the veterinary experts declared 
to he starvation, notwithstanding the 
fact that they were offered all the 
corn they would eat. When plge on 
other rations were weighing 250 
pounds each and were fat and- ready 
for market, the pigs on com alone, 
wore thin, and ecrawny, weighing 
forty or sixty pounds.

pershitency with which the soil Is cul- 
tivated. To insure reasonable buo- 
cesB, the disk and harrow should be 
used frequently whlle^ the weeds are 
still small, and the crops'^whlle grow- 
ing should be given frequent cultiva- 
tion. 

Fortunately, the small tillage opera- 
tions that are used In putting the soil 
in a condition to receive and conserve 
rainfall, to prepare the seed bed and 
to liberate plant food,^ are likewise 
useful in combating weeds. ' 



All Can Keep Bees. 
It requires no more Intelligence and 
skin to raise bees than to keep poul- 
try. It requires a certain amount of 
work and at tbe right time, yet this 
In no sense equals the attention given 
poultry. But for 'somo reason few 
farmers have bees. If it Is lack of 
knowledge that keepa them from it. 
then tho excuse la easily overcome, 
for there are many bee journals 'and 
books that would give the desired In- 
formation. If it be fear of bee stings, 
these may be prevented by certain ap- 
pliances. Surely no one should be 
kept from the enjoyment of honey be- 
cause of cost. Tho bees and tho nec- 
essary equipment need not cost much. 



Sheep Sorrel. 
Sheep sorrel grows most abundant- 
ly In thin or worn out meadows. 
Breaking the meadow and raising corn 
or some other cultivated crop , will 
usually subdue tho weed. Tbe land 
should be enriched with barnyard 
manure before re-seeding to grass, 
and an effort should be made to se- 
cure a thick stand* On meadows or 
pastures that cannot be plowed* top 
dressing w I tli manure and sowing ad- 
ditional grass seed, will be bonefloial.

Exnicrlenced growers also 
know that good celery canno^^ be 
grown "without more or less hard 
work. 

We grow ours for home use only 
and always as a second crop where 
early potatoes have been grown.
